The New Haven, Conn., Journal says : 
The " mysterious Amerioan bark," Charles

The Bogus Executive. 

Wlien the qiicstioa was taken in the As 
sembly lust Friday, to go into committee to 
provitle the ways and means for Es(iiiitnalt 
road, that is to be, the Speaker denied to Mr, 
Gordon the ri^lit to make any such motion, 
ext-epi with the coineiit of llin Executive. 
We tlierefore put the question to our readers, 
one and all,— Is not our Assembly a very 
subinis.sive body, iiuleed, ^.hen*,i,t can pnjy 
act upon therfichint of tflffTExbciitive?' Wo 
havo all along held ft to 'be sadly deficient 
in independence;, but here is proof— and we 
believe strong prdof to any one possessed of 
common sense, thai the Obstructives have 
inaugurated the principle that the Assembly 
must abjectly submit to p].xecutive dictation 
or do nothing. Ls not such doj^radalioii ad- 
verse 10 every feeiiiig of manliness and inde- 
pendence? Does it not reiiuce the reprc- 
seulalives of the people to mere serfs? 
Wily, we ask, is the farce repealed over and 
over, at the opening of every new legisla- 
ture, of reading a bill a first time to show 
the riuht of the Assembly to legislate inde- 
pundeiilly, if the Executive diclum is nese.'^- 
sary ? Yet such is done; the Executive 
guarantees all their rights, as a separate and 
independentl'body, to legislate as they 
please, aniLrBtill for.all this a money bill 
cannot i be' originated without the Exec- 
utive 'tficf urn. We might just as well 
lequeat/our representatives to resign, if they 
were to do only as they were told by other.?, 
and; not as their constituents direct. Who 
is there who voted for a member that con- 
curs with the Speaker?

Gary stated, in reply to 
the Speaker's remark, " ho was perfectly 
willing to allow the House to uo into com- 
mittee (III the suhj, ■(•!,'' Arr not represen- 
talive institiitiDiis ;i perfect faice',' Mr. 
Gary will allow the Ihui.se to go iiilu com- 
mittee I Verily, from ihe Speaker",, reply 
f ) Vlr. Cole.s, we niiL'ht judge that Governor 
Diniiila, wiis chit'l ilii'lator to the Assem- 
bly, and Mr. Cary deputy dictator. Here is 
the reply (we quote (he report again) : " The 
Speaker replied that.

Such wo believe lo be actually the 
case, so far as we can understand and inter- 
pret tho statute law of the~ land ;"nnd for 
that reason we cannot recognize Gov. Doug- 
las' representative other than as a bogus 
E.vecutive.

Affairs in Syria. 

The Syrian correspondent of the Boston 
Traveler wrUes an interesting letter from 
Boytoot, under date of July lOth, giving, 
f:om an American source, a complete his- 
ti ry of the late occurrences in Syria. The 
writer conlirms the previous announcements 
that Jerusalem was in great danger from the 
v.'ild desert tribes, and adds that the mis- 
jiunaries tliere had left for Jaffa. From this 
1 tier we quote the following: 

The arrival'Iast week of several Turkish 
f-;gate.s and line-of-battle ships, together 
v '.ih the heart-rending news from Damas- 
c .s, already cominiinieated, threw the deep- 
«£■( gloom over Bcyroot. The fanaticism of 
tl~;e Moslem population was fanned into a 
ll-.me when the news of the cold-blooded 
iTiiissacre of 5,000 Christians in the streets 
c Diuiiascus arrived, and the preponder- 
a.;je of llie Turkish naval forces over the 
l\ cign llects, greatly enconriig(!d the fana- 
ti( ' here, who conlUently believe that itie 
O.iiiman government will sustain them in 
all their excesses. Thisgluom and despond- 
ency aniung the Christians increased as the 
cl^^iails of the maiisacre al Damascus were 
brrjght in, anil the families of iho European 
merchants, loyetlier with thousands ot ilie 
C.! islian popuhiliun. Ileil to the nearest 
avadable ports ol safety. Tlio streets ot 
Bei root were almost deserled, and the town 
became as silent as a graveyard. 

The mists of dread and gloom were some- 
what di<sipatHd, howt-ve.- a few days age, 
b)'tlie timely arrival cf two immense French 
liiii--ol-t)iiiilt.' ships, the booiuing id' uiio-e 
glii.s gave joy Id the dialieailfiied C'liris- 
tiaiis, and al the same time uttered a warn- 
injj voice to those who thirsted for Christian 
blood.
